Take thefe then at the middle, I allow, 
that the Luxury of the two firft makes up 
in the Confumption, what the Neceffities 
of the two laft abate: Then I fay, the mid- 
dle Sort of People, who in fhort live 
the beft, and confume the moft of any ia 
the Nation, and perhaps in the World, 
and who are the moft numerous alfo among 
ws, and with whom the general Wealth ot 
this Nation is found; thefe, I fay, as much 
over-do it, as the Farmers, my 5# Sort, 
who by the way all over Engtand live very well 
too, can be fuppos’d to under-do it———— 
Take then the 4th Sort for the Medium— 
And there Pil make my Calculation ——— 
Suppxfe a Carpenter, aSmith, a Weaver, 
or any {uch Workman, what you wil, chat 
is indufirious, works hard, and feels no 
Want, Ict him live iathe Couatry or City, 
Northor South, where you will for in this, 
one Country will asfwer another. 

As J faid ia my laft, if the Gentleman 
eats more Pies and Puddings, this Man eats 
more Bread 3 if the Rich 1 more Wine, 
this drinks more Ale or Strong-Beer, for.it 
is'the Support of his Vigour and Strength— 
Tf the rich Man eats more Veal and Lamb, 
Fow! and Fifh; this Man eats more Beef 
and Bacon, and add to it, has a better 
Stomach, a Happinefs almoft as great as to 
have Food to eat——— -As to the Milk, if 
the rich Man eats more Butter, more Cream, 
mork white Meats, or as the Song calls them, 
Fools, Flawns, and Cuftards—Our Work- 
man eats more hard Cheefe and Salt-Butter, 
than all the other put together

I calculated the firft Part of this to five 
Acres of Land, I'll fappofe this Abatement 
to reduce it to three Acres, and I believe, 
all Men will allow me to be very mach with- 
in Bounds —— And as all our Land is not 
alike good, if I were to take the richeft and 
beft Land in Exgland, it would not do it; 
and therefore allowing the Proportion of 
Land as to Goodnefs, to adda new Diffe- 
rence, I believe, every fuch Perfon, whe- 
ther Man or Woman, confomes in England 
the Produce of four Acres of Land. 

I thall make many fabfequ:at Improve- 
ments of this Argument, both to Englind 
and Scotlsnd, in the carrying on this Work, 
and therefore I am the larger int laying dowa 
my Foundations. 

For the prefent let me turn it to the 
Cafe in hand only; it is plain, we have ma- 
ny Millions of Acres of Land in England un- 
touch’d, that are to this day, jut where the 
general Deluge left them On which, as 
we may fay, the Sun fhines in vain that be- 
ing negleéted, and rather trampled on by 
the Cattle, than fed, produce nothiog com- 
par'd to what they might be made to pro- 
duce———But their Capacity of being fruit. 
ful, their natural Fertility ftill remains une 
exerted 3 and as if GOD had given them to 
us for no Ufe, they are left as an Inheritance 
to the Induftry of our wifer Pofterity. 
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I defie all the Men on Earth to tell me 
one Reafon, why thefe Lands are not or 
- fhould not be improv’d, but what will end 
in this—Meer Want of People—— If it is 

_ becaufe the Produce is not worth while, or 

; cannot be confum’d, more People would re- 
move that Obje@ivn, and help confume it ; 

if ’tis becaufe Wages is dear, and it is not 

. worth the Expence; more People will re- 

 @uce that, and make it worth while ; for ic 

will either lower the Pay, orraife the Price 
of the Produce. 

_- The Bufinefs, is in fhort, you want People. 
—The Land may properly be faid not to 
be inhabited, and therefore not to be im- 

_ prov’d. Bur O, fays a wife Calculator tome 
lately, the Quantity of Corn and Cattle, we 
can already produce in England, is fo great, 
that it is fufficient to maintain two fuch Na- 

tions as we are, and it is impoffible, we 
fhould have People to eat itup 3 and if you 
improve more Land, if you fow more Corn, 
or feed more Cartle, you not only will make 
nothing of it, bur you will fink all the Lands 
already improv’d, toa mean Value. 

This is a Farmer, you may be fure, that 
wants to Fave fhe Price of Cora keps up, 
and to (ell his Beafts and-his Sheep dear, and 
he is for crowding you with-more People in- 
to Manufa@ures, &e. but not a Foot.of 
Land to be meddled ‘with; chat you may 
have more Mouths without more Food, 
and fo the Price of Provifions may-be kept 
up—-— So Seif you fee, fpeaks on every 
Occatfion. 

But what is more evident than this Man’s 
Miftake ? —- Encreafe of People will re- 
medy all this And that is the Defign 
of my mentioning it-—- For were the Mul- 
titude of our Inhabitants encreas’d to a fall 
Degree, you would have lefs Corn and lefs 
Cattle in Proportion than you bave now— 
The Reafon is not from having too much 
Land, but too few People for the Land ; 
and tho’ it feems the fame Thing, yet I 
fhall fhew you where it differs. 

It is true, that we may have joft Tow a 
great many People, and in this or that 
Trade or Bufinefs too. many——And we 
may have enough for the Bufinefs we do— 


But we may do more Bufinefs than we do, 
and then we fhall want more Peoples for 
¢xample, plow more Land, and feed more 
Cattle—But what fhall we do with the Pro. 
duce, fay they ? —The Price is fo low al-- 
ready, that we cannot tive On it, and pay 
our Rent—There is the Grievance ——_— — 
And all this is for Want of People to cons. 
fume it—— Were all the Nation fo full of - 
People, as that the Corn and Cattle could 
not feed them, it would ftill be better —— 
The Dutch plow no Land, and fow no Corn 
comparatively fpeaking— Yet they have no 
Want 3 fowing Corn is far from being the 
beft Improvement of Land, as is apparent 
in England———— Where the plow'd Lands 
abe os the moft appt ci Parts of 
the Country, as in Leicefferfhite, Norebamp- 
tonfbire, Se. for 10s. a Year an Pease 
the Feeding Lands for 50s. per Annum an 
Acre, and yet the Land of the fame Good- 
nefs———. Again, Féeding of Land is noc 
the beft Improvement of Land, as appears, 
when feedieg Grounds are lett as above at 
Sos. per Acre, and Garden Grounds at 6 to. 
7, and sof-an Acre. 

A Garden is the higheft Improvement of 
Land in the World——And J deaffirm it, 
and in the Confequence of thefe Papers, 
doubt not to preveit, that were Exgland{o 
full of People, that all the low Lands of the 
Nation were but enough: to’ make their 
Gardens, and feed. Homeftall, as they. call 
it, theif Horfes and Cows, and the Hills 
theif Sheep, that they could neither fow 
their owa Corn, nor feed their own Cattle. 
——It would ftill be the richer, and be the 

ateft Nation in the World. 

You fhould thet need-to make no Laws 
to probibit the Jrifh Cattle, -all the World 
fhould be your Breeders and Feeders, -all 
yout Neighbours fhoutd be yous Plowmen, 
your Hewers of Wood, and’ Drawers of 
Water, and your Wealth ant Strength 
would be a-Prodigy like-your felves.
